THE ARABIC BOOK IN NINE YEARS. 
(By) Prof. Mahdi Allam, member, Higher 
Council of Arts and Literature, U.A.R. (8) 


On the occasion of the ninth anniversary 
of the Revolution, the author gives a 
detailed account of the status of the Arabic 
book from all aspects including the support 
given by the different government agencies 
to authors, publishers, translators. 


The General catalogue of the Educationa! 
Material in the Arab World, will be one 
of the biggest bibliographical projects’ in 
the field of education. A six-days meeting, 
attended by more than 50 experts of 
documentation and education, was held 
in Cairo. Mr. M. Ali Hafiz, Deputy Central 
Minister of Education, U.A.R. inauguarated 
the meeting by an informative talk ex- 
plaining the idea of the project and showed 
the importance of the Documentation 
centres in facilitating research work, ex- 
changing technical experience and informa- 
tion, and in realising more international 
understanding. 


He further talked about the Documenta- 
tion centre in Cairo and demonstrated its 
activities. 


The General Catalogue of the Educational 
Material in the Arab World has been one 
of the biggest projects to be undertaken 
by this Centre. A program was made to 
experiment on the project. The results of 
the experiment has to be discussed by the 
experts attending the meeting. 


Mr. M. Khairy Harby, Director, Docum- 
entation Centre at Cairo, explained the 
objectives of the catalogue, steps of the 


experiment, and the problems encountered 
throughout the work. 


Objectives : 


1. Surveying our holdings in the field 
of Education. 


2. Discovering the gaps in the field. 
3. Managing cooperative purchasing. 
4. Issuing the unit card. 


5. Organizing inter-library loans. 


The Experiment : 
The preliminary experiement first start- 
ed with the College of Education (library), 
being a rather specialised collection, of 
medium - size, and near the Documentation 
Centre. 


Arabic books on education, psychology 
and allied fields such as social science, 
philosophy, logic, ethics, which existed in 
the library until Dec. 31, 1960, were first 
catalogued, as a starting step. Many prob- 
lems were discovered. They were laid 
down for discussion by the special different 
groups as follows : 


A) Cataloging classification and 
Bibliography. 


B) Education. 


C) Psychology. 


D) Administration.

2. 1: Serials : Each Individual book 
of the series has to be catalcged and 
classified separately, provided’ the 
title of the series has to be inserted in 
the index along with the numbers of 
the individual books of the _ series 
as mentioned in the catalog. 


2.2: Arabic Names : Until there will 
be a general agreement about Arabic 
author names, they should be entered 
under the first name, with a cross 
reference from family name, or pen- 
name. 


2. 3: Translations : It is advisable 
that every publisher should be enforced 
by copyright law to put on the verso 
of title page of each translated boox, 
the name of the author, title, original 
language, date of publication, edition, 
issue of the original work.

2. 4 : Symbols and Terms : A special 
page should be given to the inter- 
pretation of symbols and terms used 
in the catalog. 


2. 5: Cross- references from first 
names to family names of foreign auth- 
ors should be’ eliminated from the 
index. 


Groups B and C : Subjects of the catalog: 


With the adoption of Dewey system, &th 
abridged ed., both groups (B) and (C) 
recommend the addition of new _ subject 
headings and the modification of some 
other to fit the actual needs of research 
work in the Arab World. (All proposals 
listed in the Arabic text of this article). 


Group D (Administration) : 


(1) It is recommended that the next step 
should start with the cataloging and 
classification of the Central Ministry 
of Education Library (Both Arabic 
and English Collections). 


(2) Book has to be catalogued by examing 
the books themselves, not from cards. 


(3) Library Records (accessions - cards) 
have to be completed. 


(4) The Librarian should follow up __ the 
books on loan. 


Many other administrative resolutions 
were taken as to the capacity and number 
of staff in each library, their qualifications 
and support. 


A plan was set up for the coordination 
of work between Damascus and Cairo. 


The General Catalogue has to be publish- 
ed immediately after the completion of 
work in the Ministry Library, with annual 
supplements. 


Twenty four thousand pounds’ were 
granted for the project by the Council of 
Science, Cairo.
